AVE you a csrpsntry-minded husband in the family?

f nit in case you have fuch a husband* here are directions, 
w ith working drawings, for a cabinet he can easily build you 
in an evening or two. Try leaving the newspaper, open at this 
page, around where he can’t miss seeing it. 
The cabinet shown is made of H in. birdi plywood, but t 
could bJPnade of almost any other hard wood, or even a soft 
wood such as pine. Finished with glossy white enamel, or any 
water-resistant paint, if s easily kept clean with an occasional 
quick going-over with a damp cloth. 
Two shelves, each 15 in. long, with a lip or ledge running 
scrota the front of each, and with side and back pieces, m ake 
the simple cabinet, whose total height is 12 in.
